Mustard Poultice 
On Paper Napkin 


Where illness has developed 
which requires the application of 
mustard poultices, an excellent 
method is to spread the mustard 
mixture on a thin paper table nap- 
kin. Put a second one over the 
mustard and put them between a 
folded piece of cheesecloth or thin 
flannel or cotton, After the poul- 
tice is removed, the paper con- 
taining it can be thrown away, 
and it is a simple matter to wash 
out the covering cloth so it can 
beused again and again. 

To make the poultice, mix two 
or more tablespoons éi *lour to 
one of mustard, with enol» 
water to form a smooth paste, 
Spread it over the paper napkin 
to form a six by eight-inch ree- 
tangle, and after greasing the 
skin with vaseline, leave the poul- 
tice on the chest, back, or what- 
ever part of the body is in pain 
or congested, for 10 to 20 min- 
utes until the skin turns a deep 
pink color, Mustard is very effec- 
tive when used as a poultice, and 
this is the most convenient way 
to prepare one,

Pointers On Making 
Sheets Last Longer 


Making sheets last longer be. 
comes the duty of every wertime 
household. For this reason Con- 
sumer Information Service has 
suggested a number of ways to 
extend their wear, 

Sheets should be washed as 
f00n as possible after use, Oils 
and acids on the skin’s surface 
will shorten the life -of sheets. 
All traces of soap should be rinsed 
out completely. Also they should 
not be subjected to strong, caustic 
bleaches, 

They should be dried eyenly 
without pulling. In ironing. too 
hot an iron should be avoided, 
and care should be taken that the 
folds are not pressed at all, As 
a matter of fact to save electric 
power and time it is better to 
press only the top three or four 
feet. 

Beds should be made properly, 
Edges smoothed under the mat- 
tress get less abrasive wear than 
bunched-under edges. They 
should also not be yanked off the 
bed, but should be loosened first, 

A. mattress pad between the 
sheet and mattress will lengthen 
the sheet’s life. 

Sheets should never be used to 
bundle up the weekly washing, 
That's what laundry bags are for,

Our Garden Friends 


Vegetables are among our best 
friends. More vegetables on the 
table mean fewer medicine bottles 
in the cupboard, The best tonies 
come from such simple cheap 
vegetables as, spinach, carrots, 
beet greens, dandelion greens, 
beans, chard, potatoes, ete. The 
best laxatives also come from 
these sources, Vegetables are 
rich in the substances which we 
need for good teeth, good blood 
and for regulating the activity of 
the body. Vegetables also furnish 
the bulk which is necessary for 
the healthy regular action of .the 
intestinal tract. 

The very common statement 
that “potatoes are all starch” is 
not true. Because they can be 
eaten in fairly large quantities, 
they furnish the body with con- 
siderable iron and they also pro- 
vide one of the important regu- 
Jating materials necessary for re- 
sistance to disease, for growth, 
for healthy gums and _ strong 
bones. Tomatoes algo provide 
this same regulating substance. 

In the spring, when old vege- 
tables are very poor in quality 
and new ones are expensive it is 


better to buy canned varieties 
such as peas, beans, corn and 
beets. 


Let us watch Mrs, Economy and 
Mrs. Extravagance go shopping 
for 50 cents worth of fresh vege- 
tables in early winter,

COLLECTION OF TAXES 
Referring to the prese:t method 


of collecting personal income 
taxes, Mr. Wilson expressed the 
opinion that the present eight 


months’ lag in payments created 
& most serious difficulty so far 
as the individual, taxpayer was 
concerned and could not be in the 
best interests of the.country. He 
pointed out that at present the 
taxpayer was always eight \nonths 
in arrears in his payments and 
that this extra tax liability sould; 
under certain circumstances, be- 
come a very serious burden. He 
felt that a cancellation of taxes 
for the cight months involved 
would not necessarily result in 
any diminution of revenue to the 


State. It would only become 
necessary to retain the higher 


scale of taxation for a sémewhat 
longer period, and at all times 
the Government would then be 
collecting its taxes from current 
earnings and not on earnings of 
the preceding year. Mr. Wilson 
hoped that the Government would 


‘respond favourably to the many 


representations that were being 


made to it on this subject. 


GENERAL’ MANAGER'S 
ADDRESS 


In presetiting the finaneial 
statement, Mr. Sydney G Dobson, 
Vice-President-and General /Man- 
ager noted that the présent high 
tempo of business activity due to 
war was clearly reflected in the 
bank’s balance sheet and that 
under a number of headings re- 
cord levels had been attained, 
Despite steady expansion in the 
bank's business, profits had been 
reduced, due in part to relatively 
low yields on the bank's heavy 
investments in government bonds 
and to increased taxes. 

Because of the decrease in net 
income, the bank had found it 
necessdry to reduce the dividend 
rate of 8% to 6%. In this con. 
nection Mr. Dobson noted that 
during the past 12 years bank 
shareholders: had had their divi- 
dends reduced more drastically 
than those in most other lines of 
business and that on the basis of 
to-day’s dividend, the return is 
only 3.27% on the average cost 
of the shares to the public over 
a period of years. 

“Total assets are now $1,291, 
615,946, an all-time high in the 
history of the bank and an in- 
crease during the year of $216,- 
496,185,” said Mr. Dobson. “Our 
liquid position is naturally very 
strong, total liquid assets of 
$906,440,239 representing 75.44% 
i our total liability. to the pub- 
¢,” 

Mr. Dobson also noted that de- 
sete totalling $1,181,217,192 

increased by over $225,000,- 
000. Of the total $929,039,940 
were in Canada. 


COMMERCIAL LOANS 


“Commercial Loans in Canada 
expanded during the year $13,- 
865,555, and are now $255,148,- 
401. Included in this amount are 
temporary loans of $42,971,183 
to assist purchasers of Victory 
Bonds. As there was but a smal! 
total of such loans current at the 
end the previous year, it will 
be seen that ordinary tuiimercial 
loans are considerably lower as 
compared with a year ago, Con- 
sidering the tremendous expan- 
sion in business activity through- 
out Canada, the. situation is 
anomalous, but the explanation is 
that the expansion is largely in 
connection with war work. This 
is either’ financed directly by the 
Goverhment, or, because of 
prompt settlement for monthly or 
fortnightly accounts, the manu- 
facturer is able to finance with- 
out any, or ‘at any rate with very 
moderate, assistance. There has 
never been a period in the history 
of this bank—and I n ay say a 
similar situation applies to the 
other banks—when the ratio of 
commercial loans to deposits has 
been so low. The outlook in this 
respect is not encouraging, as un- 
fortunately the tendency -seema 
to be for the Government to ex 
tend its policy of directly finan

Britain Replaces 
Aircraft Carriers 


Strength of Royal Navy 
Greater Than tn 1939 


A. V. Alexander, first lord of 
the Admiralty, declared that “al- 
though we have had heavy losses 
in aireraft carriers, we have more 
now than we had at the begin- 
ning of the war after replacing 
our losses.” 

Britain has announced the loss 
of five aircraft carriers, the Ark 
Royal, Courageous, Glorious, 
Hermes and Eagle. 


Since the start of the war she, 


has completed the Indomitable, 
Formidable, Victorious, and Iilus- 
trious —- atid, from Alexander's 
statement, apparently also has 


Fighting Ships listed them as 
scheduled for completion in 1942.

Huns Use Rockets 
To Start Bombers 


Take-Off With Blazing Rock- 
ets a Terrifying Sight 

A British aircraft authority 
said rockets are used at the take- 
off of the Germon Junkers 88 
medium bombers to give quick 
acceleration, 

Writing in the annual review 
issue of “Tron Age,” steel trade 
journal, C, G. Grey, well known 
in the British aviation field, said 
such rocket-propelled starts have 
been used for two years. 

Grey quoted an escaped Neth- 
erlands flyer as saying that “few 
things are more terrifying than 
to see a heavily loaded bomber 
full of bombs and gasoline tak- 
ing off at night with a huge 
rocket blazing under each wing 
and knowing that if one engine 
cuts the whole thing will turn 
over and go up in one burst of 
flame.” 

Fired Electrically 

The author also reported that 
rockets are being used in another 
way by the Russians. He said 
two or three 
ground attack are carried under 
each wing of the new Stormovik 
bomber-fighter. The bombs are 
carried on rails instead of normal 
bomb racks. They are fired elec- 
trically and are given their direc- 
tion by skiing along the rails. 
This, he added, with their rocket 
propulsion, carries them more 
nearly in a straight line with the 
course of the ’plane than if they 
were ordinary bombs.

Our four motors, which had 
been idling all this time, burst 


into a thunderous roar. Slowly we 
began to move, We had to take 
the full length of the runway be- 
fore we were airborne because 
we were carrying one 4,000-pound 
bonyb and a very big cargo of tn- 
cendiaries. 

In a matter of seconds, the air- 
field had disappeared from view. 

Soon we were out over the sea 

and had started a long ciimb to 
high wltitude. As we neared 10,000 
feet, “Skipper” sald to me over 
his interecommunication, “Would 
you- mind ‘going forward into the 
bomb aimer’s compartment tn the 
nose and connecting up your ox- 
ygen supply pipe?” 
' Somehow Ff managed to get Into 
the nose of the plane and sat on 
the floor and let the forward gun- 
ner connect my nose-mouth mask 
with the oxygen supply. 

There wasn’t any monotony, at 
least for me, in that overwater 
leg of the fight. I was fascinated 
with the “intercom” conversation 
of the crew, 

Five Minutes from Coast 

Then in a pause in which there 
was complete silence, I heard the 
voice of Warrant Officer Clayton 
saying impersonally, “We're now 
five minutes away from the coast- 
line of enemy-oceupied territory.” 

I could feel the alertness of 
everyone aboard. 

- Then soon after that, Clayton 
informed us we were well over 
enemy territory, By this time, 
night had closed in but there waa 
a bright moon in the sky and vis- 
ibility was good. My unpracticed 
eyes couldn't spot anything un- 
toward even when I heard the 
forward gunner sing out, “Enemy 
night fighter off to starboard.” 

Lying on my stomach and peer- 
ing through the plane's nose, I 
finally saw a tiny black speck 
moving through the sky. Sudden- 


ly that big Lancaster flipped far >> 


over on its side and did a steep, 
almost vertical dive for what 
seemed like a thousand feet, then 
leveled ‘off. We had taken advan- 
tage Of sXme cloud below us to 
hide from our would-be-attacker. 
When you're carrying a two-ton 
homb and lots of incendiaries, it 
is not wise to risk being hit by an 
enemy plane's Incendiary bullets.

Looking down, I was fascinated 
ns the white lights of fresh in- 
cendiaries turned to yellow and 
then red, when suddenly there was 
a blinding flash, a great cone of 
light with {ts point on the ground, 
and its ever-widening~base reach- 
ing to the sky. Some “kite” had 
released a 4,000-pound bomb.

phosphorous, Milk contains these 
elements in large quantities and 
is therefore virtually indispens- 
able in the baby’s diet. 

After infaney, children should 
be given a glass of milk at each 
meal, which, together with the 
milk used in cooking should pro- 
vide the child with a quart of 
milk a day, Vegetables, fruits, 
eggs and meat should be added 
to the child's diet as directed by 
the family physician.

In their work as nectar gath- 
erers, bees demonstrate an ability 
to return to the hive from a fairly 
distant field “in a bee. line.” 
Taking advantage of this abil- 
ity, the Chinese, when forced to 
retreat, sometimes take with them 
a few bees from a farmer's hive, 
By microphotography and the use 
of extremely thin paper, messages 
are made so light and smal! that 
they can be fastened to the bee 
without interfering with the in- 
sect’s powers of flight. Released 
With the message, the flies 
swiftly back to its home _ hive, 
where the message is picked up.

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DOUBLE FUNERAL 
AT BURNBRAE 


One of the largest funerals ever 
keen in this vicinity was held Satur- 
day afternoon when Frank Taylor, 23, 
and James G. Watson, 17, were bur- 
ied following a united service at 
Burnbrae Presbyterian Church, which 
was filled to overflowing as friends 
and relatives of the two prominent 
families paid their final tribute. The

The F ruit Basket 


Fresh or canned fruits are one 
of the most expensive items in 
our diet, when we consider the 


amount of food value for our 
money. However, fresh fruits add 
& great deal of interest to 
meals and when they are in 
son they may be included in lim- 
ited amounts on even the -low cost 
diet. The most important point 
for the housewife to remember in 
buying fruit is al ways to purchase 
in season and to, choose only the 


less expensive varieties 

Great saving can usually be 
made by canning fruit in the home 
while there is an abundance and 
the price is low. An example of 
this is peaches. A pint. jar of 
home canned peaches. containing 
8S or 9 halves preserved at the 
height of the season will cost 6 
to 6 cents. The ordinary No, 2 


can of peaches bought in the store 
contiins approximately 6 halves 
and costs 12 to.17 cents.  An- 
other thought — every can we 
purchase may be one can less to 
send to the men oversea Surely 
we are willing to make this sacri- 
fice. If we did not cam last year 
to help save the fruit and to send 
more overseas let us resolve’ to 
do so next year from early spring 
on. 

Fresh fruits may be largely re- 
placed by vegetables, when the 
former are high in pric e, or larger 
amounts of dried fruits may be 
used. Dates, figs, dried apricots, 
dried peaches and prunes are ex- 
ecllent sources of iron, which is 
needed for good blood. Dates and 
apricots "may be difficult to ob- 
tain now but all the other dried 
fruits mentioned are on the mar- 
ket. It should be noted that the 
tomato, strictly speaking, is really 
a fruit. Usually it is classified 
a8 a vegetable, z 

Apples are our cheapest fruit 
for most of the year. They are 
extremely valuable in our diet and 
can be used in such a variety of 
ways,

2 cups flour 
‘ teaspoons baking 
2 teaspoon salt 
4 tablespoons shortening te 
4 cup water , 
4 or 5 apples 
% eup brown sugar 
2 teaspoons cinnamon

Pi Jesus means to describe here the 


audacity full of cunning with 
which the Pharisees had suc- 
ceeded in ‘establishing their. au- 
thority in the enclosure of the 
people of God. 

“But he that entereth in by 
the door is the shepherd of the 
sheep. To him the porter open- 
eth; and the sheep hear. his voice: 
and he calleth his own sheep by 
name, and leadeth them out. 
When he hath put forth all his 
own, he goeth before them, and 
the sheep follow him: for they 
know his voice. And a stranger 
will they not follow, but will flee 
from him: for the know not the 
voice of strangers.” 

The shepherd's call is recog- 
nized by his own sheep for éach 
of which he has a name. Him 
only will they follow; from a 
atranger’s call they will flee, not 
recognizing the voice. The sheep 
recognize the familiar and loving 
voice. Theré is no compulsion or 
violence as in the case of a thief. 
(Ps. 110:3.) 

The Good Shepherd 


“I am the good shepherd: the 


good shepherd layeth down his 
life for his sheep. He that is a 
hireling, and ‘not a shepherd, 


whose own sheep they are not, 
beholdeth the wolf coming, and 
leaveth the sheep, and fleeth, and 
the wolf snatcheth them, and 
scattereth them: he fleeth be- 
eause he ig a hireling, and careth 
not for the sheep.” Christ is the 
Perfect Shepherd as opposed to 
His own imperfect ministers. He 
is the true shepherd as opposed 
to the false shepherds who are 
hirelings and hypocrites; He is 
the good shepherd who gives His 
life for the sheep as opposed to 


the wicked thief who takes their. 


lives to preserve his. own. 

“IT am the good shepherd; and 
I know mine own, and mine own 
know me.” This is the know- 
ledge of mutual love, trust and 
sympathy. We know ourselves 
truly only in Christ's knowledge 
of us. 

One Flock, One Shepherd 


“Even as the Father knoweth 
me, and I know the Father; and 
I lay down my life for theasheep. 
And other sheep I have; which 
are not of this fold: them also I 
must bring, and they shall hear 
my voice; and they shall become 
one flock, one shepherd.” Christ 
foresaw His death and could have 
escaped it but that He came to 
die for the sins of the people. 
We have here our Lord teaching 
us how to think of the. certain 
issues of His work and ours. 
There is to be but one Shepherd 
and over all the earth a great 


. unity of obedience to Him, 


“My sheep hear my voice, and 
I know them, and: they follow 
me: and I give unto them eternal 
life; and they shal! never perish, 
and no one shall snatch them out 
of my hand. My Father, who hath 
given them unto me, is greater 
than all; and no one is able to 
snatch them out of the Father's 
hand.” What infinite privileges 
are granted to the true sheep of 
the Good Shepherd: they are 
given eternal life; they shall 
never be taken out of the safe- 
keeping of the Shepherd; they are 
the gift of the Father te the Son; 
they are forever safe in the 
Father’s hands. All the power of 
the Godhead is here revealed as 
more than sufficient for the 
eternal preservation of those

Every motor vehicle, other than a motor- 
cycke, must bear on its windshield a sticker 
indicating its category. After April 1, service 
station attendants will not be permitted to _ 
serve gasoline to a car which does not bear 
the sticker which corresponds to the ration 
book submitted ‘at the time of the purchase.

RADIO NEWSPAPERS 


Many newspapers today carry 
“wire photo” pictures, which have 
been sent to the paper over wires 
from distant points. The process 
of sending newspapers by radio 
does not differ greatly from the 
wire photo method except that 
the impulses are sent by radio 
waves rater than as pulsations in 
&@ current in an electric circuit. 

The process,_called radio fae- 
simile, involves (at the transmis- 
sion end) the changing of the 
varying tones of white, gray, and 
black into corresponding radio sig. . 
nals; broadcasting these signals; 
and (at the receiving end) chang- 
ing the signals back into a fac- 
simile or reproduction of the 
original pictures, printing, ete. 

* & * 


In one type of radio facsimile 
receiver, a stylus is driven back 
and forth across a continuous roll 
of special dry-electrolytic paper. 
This paper is affected by electrie 
current, turning dark in propor- 
tion to the amount of current 
passed throuch it. 

A current, whose variations 
correspond to the variations in 
light and shade of the original 
copy, ia sent through the moving 
stylus and in this manner the 
light and shade of the pictures 
and printed matter of a news- 
paper may be reproduced by 
radio. 

It should be pointed out that 
radio facsimile newspapers are ac- 
tusl reproductions of news pages, 
complete with headlines, captions, 


illustrations and all. 
= ° a 


Radio facsimile has various 
practical uses. Weather mapa, 
prepared by shore meteorologists, 
may be radioed to ships at sea; 
fingerprints and other data may 
be flashed through space between 
distant police departments; and it 
ig possible for a bank cheque, 
signed in London, to be radioed 
across the Atlantic and be hon- 
ored, as reproduced by radio fae- 
simile, in New York, 

As a newspaper, a radio fae- 
simile set in the home could be 
tuned in (perhaps automatically) 
when music and speech broadcasts 
leave the air at night, and the 
radio would print your morning 
paper for you while you sleep.

Al- 
ready baled and en route to the 
people of Russia are $225,949 
worth of clothing purchased by 
the Canadian Aid to Russia fund. 
Thus, while the campaign for the 
fund consumes the energies of 
district committees from coast to 
coast in Canada, one quarter of 
a million dollars’ worth of ma- 
terial is in transit. 

At prices never higher than 
manufacturers’ prices, far below 
wholesale, specially granted for 
this particular and worthy cause, 
tne Canadian Aid to Russia fund 
has been able to send Russia, as 
the first consignment bought 
from the fund, a wholesale con- 
signment of clothing that will be 
a godsend to Leningrad and other 
cities freed from siege. 

First in order come blankets, of 
which 10,198 are in these first 
bales en route. Overcoats, 6,127, 
and coats, 46,492; 5,798 pairs of 
shoes; 679 children’s overcoats; 
30,466 suits of underwear; wo- 
men’s dresses, 1,010, 

In the shipment also were 114,- 
407 miscellaneous items, which 
included 30,000 cap comforters, 
20,000 pairs of woollen. gloves,

The communique that told of 
the historic meeting between 
Prime Minister Churchill and 
President Roosevelt concluded 
with these words: 

“The President and Prime Min- 
ister and their combined staffs, 
having completed their plans* for 
the offensive campaigns of 1943, 
have now separated in order to 
put them into active and con- 
certed. execution.” ' The Prime 
Minister flew East to Turkey, the 
President flew West to Natal in 
Brazil, each journey a_ logical 
sequel to the North African con- 
ference, These were the first 
steps toward carrying out the 
plans agreed upon in Morocco. 


Turkey and the Allies 


The surprise meeting between 
the Turkish President and Prime 
Minister Churchill is another dra- 
matic demonstration that the 
United Nations have seized not 
only the military but also the po- 
litical initiative ‘and that the two 
combined are now drawing a 
noose around Hitler's neck, 

Just what the practical results 
of the meeting will be remains to 
be seen, and Mr. Churchill warn- 
ed against speculations which 
might embarrass the participants. 
As the main Power of the Middle 
East and guardian of the Darda- 
nelles, says The New York Times, 
Turkey holds a key position of 
utmost importance to Allied stra- 
tegy—and to German. According 
to official Turkish statements Mr. 
Churchill did not ask Turkey to 
enter the war, “and the Turkish 
Government did not undertake 
any such commitment.” That 
leaves a wide latitude for inter- 
pretation. The British-Turkish 
military alliance of 1939 provides 
for “active military co-dperation 
if the war moves to the eastern 
end of the Mediterranean,” and 
the American and British promise 
“to help Turkey materially to 
consolidate her own genera] de- 
fensive security” suggests that 
this treaty is now being given 
force. At the very least, this: 
implies that Turkey is detaeitnal 
to fight against any German move 
toward the Middle East, which 
puts up another bulwark against 
the Nazis and helps to close the 
iron ring around them. What is 
more, it creates essential safe- 
guards for their flank in case the 
Allied armies now gathering in 
Africa should try to invade 
Europe .through the ancient gate. 
way of the Balkans. And the seri- 
ousness of this threat is indicated 
by the sudden rush of German 
reinforcements to that region — 
which in turn helps to weaken the 
Germans on the Russian front. 


Brazil and the Allies 


The President flew west. On 
his return flight from- Morocco, 
President Roosevelt stopped off 
for another important meeting. 
Last week his giant flying boat 
skimmed gently into the Potengi 
River at the seaport of Natal, on 
the “hump” of the Brazilian coast 
nearest Africa. Here, on an 
American destroyer, surrounded 
by patrol craft and under an um- 
brella of planes, he held affec- 
tionate reunion with “my old 
friend,” Getulio Vargas, Presi. 
dentsof Brazil. 

The“two Presidents reviewed 
American and Brazilian forces 
stationed at Natal. This little city 
of 30,000, close to the Equator, 
has suddenly become a world 
cross-road, for it is the jumping- 
off for hundreds of planes 
bound northeast 1,700 miles over 
the Atlantie to fighting fronts in 
Africa or, farther east, to Rus 
sia, India and China. 

Presidents Roosevelt and Var- 
gas (1) discussed the Casablanca 
conference and surveyed the 
future safety of all the Ameri- 
eas; (2) agreed that the coast 
of West Africa and Dakar should 
“never again under any cireum- 
stances be allowed to become” an 
invasion threat to the two Ameri- 
cab; (3) deglared a common aim 
of their two countries “to make 
the Atlantic Ocean safe for all,” 
and President Vargas gave assur- 
ance of greater Brazilian efforts

Anniversary In Berlin 


On the tenth anniverssry of 
Hitler’s. assumption .of the Chan- 
cellorship the R.A.F. gave Berlin 
its first daylight bombing since 
the war began. 

The Fuehrer himself was at 
the front, and for the second time 
—the first was in 1938—he had 
failed to mark the anniversary 
with a speech. Instead, a proe- 
lamation from Hitler was read by 
Propaganda Minister Joseph Goeb- 
bels. It reflected the seriousness 
of the time, which made this an- 
niversary more a day of mourn- 
ing for the dead than a day of 
celebration, as in years past. The 
Fuehrer declared that unless his 
people devoted every ounce of 
their energy to the defeat of Rus- 
sia they were in danger of having 
their culture destroyed and be- 
coming the slaves of “Bolshev- 
ism.” 

Herr Goering’s Speech 


The day's chief address was 
made by Reichmarshal Hermann 
Goering. He began after an 
hour’s delay, during which crashes 
and shouts, supposedly due to the 
air raid, were heard over the radio, 
The man who had promisedthe 
German people that British bomb- 
ers would never cross their fron 
tiers said. the R.A.F. would be 
repaid “one day.” By the pledge 


of final victory he sought to re- - 


move the sting of recent defeata. 
In place of former boasts that 
Germany's war tools were the 
best in the world, he said that 
Russia “had spent the last decade 
and a half building up the most 
powerful armaments ever made 
by any nation.” He announced 
spring offensive, but warned of 
further hardships ahead. 


The impact .of the war upon 
Germany has been a gradual pro- 
cess. Ith did not come with the 
brutal sudenness it did to most 
of the democratic nations, I¢ 
started ten years ago when Adolf 
Hitler came to power and an eco« 
nomy of “guns, not butter,” was 
established. Under it luxuries 
vanished from the average Ger.

Last week it, became evident 


From 
Adolf Hitler’s headquarters came 
an order requiring the registration 
of all German men between 16 
and 65 and all German women 
between 17 and 45..

The Nazi order, it seemed cer- 
tain, did nut mean that Hitler’s 
troops .would be a weaker foe 
during 1943. Its significanee lay 
in the {ndication that Germany 
had reached its peak military 
strength and had started down- 
grade, In 1939 the . Reich was 
estimated ot have 18,000,000 pro- 
ductive male workers between the 
ages of 18 an 45, More than

uniform, suffering losses 
matéd at 1,000,000 a year, This 
is a rate of loss that could not 
be made up by additions from the 
ranks of women, prisoners of war 
or “volunteer workers from cap- 
tive countries.”

Complete Utilization of Canada’s Manpower 
and Womanpower is Essential to Victory 


National Selective Service Civilian Regulations sim at complete 
utilization of manpower and womanpower. Workers and employers 
are urged to assist the war effort by carrying them out. All civilian 
regulations have been consolidated and revised, main features 


now being as, follows:— 


COVERAGE 

Employees: Regulations cover persons of 
either sex from 16 to 64 years old, except— 
wovineial employees; armed services; and those 
in fishing, fish processing, hunting, trapping; 
clergymen; nurses; school teachers; domestic 
servants; students working after school; em- 
ployees in respect of part-time employment; and 
any one employed for $ days or less in a 
calendar week. Agricultural workers are covered 
by special provisions, not by the general pro- 
visions as ales are “technical personnel.” 

Employers: Any persow. firm or other em- 
ployers, with one or more “covered” employees. 


EMPLOYERS MUST— 


(a) Refrain from dicussing employment with 
a prospective employee unless under permit: 
(b) notify the nearest employment office of 
additional employees needed: (c) secure permis- 
sion from an employment office to advertise for 
workers; (d) notify the employment office of 
intention to discharge or lay off employees, or 
to retain employees when not \required; \te)/ give 
employees 7 days’ sotice unless a Selective 
Service Officer permits a reduction, or unless in 
the building: constraction industry: (7 days’ 
notice is not required unless an employee has 
already heen employed for one month, or after 
fire, explosion or other calamity, or on termina- 
tion of work by weather. Whether preceded by 
7 days’ notice or hot, separation fron: employ- 
ment requires written notice). 

EMPLOYEES MUST— 

(a) Register for work at the nearest employ- 
ment office if out of work 7 days (full-time 
students, housewives and clergy are not  in- 
cluded); (b) secure permit from a Selective 
Service Officer if going to look for work; (c) re- 
frain from advertising for a job unless Selective 
Service Officer approves; (d) give 7 days’ notice 
if wishing to quit a job, unless authorized by 
Selective Service Officer to give less notice 


(separation form, but not 7 days’ notice required 
if in-bujldiz.g construction or joining the forces) 
AGRICULTURAL WORKERS 

are covered by special provisions. Persons re- 
garded as “workers in agriculture” may accep! 
employment outside that industry to a mani- 
mum of 60 days within a calendar year without 
permit, but only outside urban municipalities 
of over 5,000 population: otherwise, agricultural 
workers must secure a Selective Service Permil.

SADIE B. CHAMBERS 
The Grain Field 


Products made from grains 
such as wheat, oats, rye, barley, 
corn and others are known as cer- 
eals. 

Flour is one of the cereal prod- 
ucts and bread made from flour 
is one of the main items in our 
meals. Cereais and bread are the 
cheapest foods in our diet, 
is why a generous amount is in- 
cluded in the literature prepared 
eid recommended by the Cana- 
dian Red Cross. 

The amount of food valué we 


! get from bread and cereal in re- 


turn for money depends on: 

(a) the kind we buy 

(b) the form in which we buy 
it. 

Both points are important, but 
particularly the first one, 

Refined cereals such as white 
flour have had the most valuable 
parts of the grain taken away, 
When we eat white bread we are 
not getting the most health-giv- 
ing parts of the grain. Whole 
grain products have Vitamin B 
which is needed for. good health 
and growth, and iron for the 
blood. 

This is the reason doctors 
recommend that everyone have at 
least half whole wheat bread and 
whole grain cereals in the “diet, 
The less money you have for food 
the more whole wheat bread you 
should buy. However, even if 
you have unlimited ‘money you 
should still buy half whole grain 


products. You can start today 
buying better health for your 
family by following the above 
suggestions, 


When the food budget is lim- 
ited it is cheaper to buy the cer- 
eals in bulk. 


Even in the summer the chil-™ 


dren need a dish of hot cereal at 
breakfast. A certain amount of 
care is required to produce a 
tasty dich of cereal. Cereal that 
is lumpy nd has no salt does not 
appeal to the child and miay be 


the cause of hia dislike of this 
nourishing food. 
Following are general diree- 


tions for cooking “some of the 
common cereals: 

1. Lightly grease the pan (up- 
per two inghes) in which cereals 
are to be cooked. This prevents 
boiling over. 

2. Have water boiling and add 
salt. ; 

3. Sprinkle cereal 
into the boiling water. 
minutes, 

4. Place in double boiler or 
slightly larger saucepan filled 
two-thirds full of\boiling water. 

Cereals may be partly cooked 
the night before. To prevent skin 
forming cover with thin layer of 
cold water. 

To save cook ‘cereal as 
directed for 6 minutes. Place 
over boiling water, rémove from. 
stove, wrap up well and put in 
warm place, 

All ecreals may 
fireless cooker. 

Cracked wheat, whole brown 
rice and other coarse cereals may

WHAT SCIENCE 
IS DOING 


- PLASTIC GOGGLES 
A new type of industrial goggle- 
mask) has been patented by the 
supervising optician at one of the 


British Royal Ordnance Filling 
Factories, The mask is made of 


cellulose acetate sheet about 1-6 
in, thick, which has been found 
to resist lead slugs fired at point- 
blank range from an air rifle. 
The slugs were flattencd and the 
acetate was only dented. A 
goggle-mask gave highly satisfac- 
tory results when tested against 


an explosion produced by 50 
times the ‘amount of explosive 
which had been knoWn to cause 


some of the eye casualties. 

The new goggles.are-of a very 
protective design, but free from 
curtailment of vision and distor- 
tivn, and as they weigh as little 
as 2 ozs. they can be worn with- 
out fatigpe. 


INFLUENZA 

Against the ever-present medi- 
cal spectre of. another world-wide 
influenza epidemic, as catastro- 
phie as that in 1918 which killed 
som@e0 million peolpe, the Brit- 
ish Lancet and The Journal of 
the American Medical Association 
have just sounded a comforting 
note, Newsweek points out. 

They declared that even if. in- 
fluenza should again run riot on 


a global Scale, mortality will 
likely be far lower. than in the 
last war, For in the 1918. out- 
break most of the deaths were 


due, not directly to influenza or- 
ganisms, but to secondary bac- 
terial infections of the respiratory 


tract (pneumonia, for example) 
for which influenza had paved the 
way. * 

Though no really effective 


treatment for influenza itself has 
been developed sinee 1918, there 


are new ard proved remedies for 


the killing of secondary infee- 
tions——-the sulfa drugs and spect- 
fic bacterial. anti-serums which 


already have cut their toll,
